SUPREME COURT RULES FOR DISTRICT 


The Texas Supreme Court announced 
Wednesday its decision to refuse to grant the 
application for Writ of Error in the lawsuit 
against the Hamlin Hospital District filed by a 
group of Jones County taxpayers. 


The effect of the Court’s ruling was to agree 
with the lith Court of Civil Appeals in 
Eastland and the Supreme Court will not hear 
the case. 
Frank Scarborough of Abilene, attorney for 


the taxpayers in the Southern part of Jones 
County who filed the suit, has 15 days to file for 
a re-hearing in the case. 
The opinion issued June 24 in the lith Court 
of Civil Appeals stated that, “defendants 
argue the court properly entered judgment not 
withstanding the verdict because the deter­ 
mination of the boundaries in the instant case 
is a ’political question’ solely within the 
power, prerogative and discretion of the 
legislature and is not justiciable under the 


Equal Protection Clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. We agree.” 


The ruling signed by Austin McCloud, chief 
justice of the lith Civil Appeals Court said, 
“We have considered all of the plaintiffs’ 
points and they are all overruled. The judg­ 
ment of the trial court is affirmed.” 
The Texas Supreme Court agreed with this 
decision in their refusal to grant the ap­ 
plication for Writ of Error. 


The Hamlin Hospital District first received 
a favorable ruling in the case in February 
when 104th District Court Judge J. Neil Daniel 
ruled in favor of the hospital district, over­ 
ruling a jury verdict which had favored the 
taxpayers. 
Plaintiffs in the suit are C. E. Carter, Leon 
Kelso, Frank Carter, Henry Ueckert, Darwin 
Hill and Carl Jackson. They sued the Hamlin 
Hospital District and its board of directors, 
plus the state attorney genera).

Officers for 
the Association are: Stanley 
Nowlin of Rotan, chairman, 
Garland Moore of Roby, vice 
chairman; Artis Stephens of 
Longworth, secretary; and 
Morris Guelker of Busby, 
treasurer. 
The group anticipates a 
cost of $1.50 per ground acre 
per spraying. Six sprayings 
will probably be required 
which will run the total bill to 
$9.00 per ground acre. 
The group is seeking IOO 
per cent participation of 
cotton producers. Sign up
